INTERESTING NEWS. 


An Old Elopement Case in 
the Court. 


WHOSE DAUGHTER 18 HUGHIBf 


A Aleisrlibors’ Qnarrel Attract! Some 
Attention—The Accused Found 
Guilty. 


A very curious and interesting case 
came up in Judge Clark's coart yester­ 
day afternoon. It was the application of 
a mother, Mrs. A. Stephens, for the 
guardianship of her child, Hughie A. 
Stephens. The petitions filed and the 
testimony taken reavealed a rather inter­ 
esting state of affairs. It appears that 
Hugh R. Stephens, now residing in this 
city, had, prior to 1883, amassed a for­ 
tune which he now values at $125,000, in 
Texas. 
He had property there and 
landed estate. 
Some time in 1881 he 
made the acquaintance of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ebinet, who lived off and on for two 
years on his places. In May of 1888, 
Stephens, notwithstanding he had a wife 
and four daughters, became so intimate 
with Mrs. Ebinet that he swears now that 
the child in question, born In February, 
1884 is his daughter, although at that 
time Mrs. Ebinet was the wife of another, 
with whom she lived up to December, 
1883. In December, 1883, Stephens took 
$30,000 in notes and money, and leaving 
his wife, whom he married in 1848. he 
and Mrs. Ebinet came to California and 
up to very recently ttiey have lived to­ 
gether as man and wife, although they 
were not married until September 12th, 
1888. It appears from Stephens’ testi­ 
mony yesterday that his first wife,whoee 
name was Rutherford before he married 
her in 1848, obtained a divorce from him 
in August last on the ground of abandon­ 
ment. In September he married the 
woman with whom he came to Califor­ 
nia. In October he was appointed guar­ 
dian of the child and her estate, he hav­ 
ing deeded to her a house and lot valued 
at $4,500, and in December last bis second 
wife obtained a divorce from him on the 
ground of cruelty. The child, however, 
still remained in his custody, although he 
had never had her in his possession for 
more than two weeks. 
Stephens, when questioned, said that 
he came to San Jacinto with the lastMra. 
Stephens about five years ago, and two 
months afterward the child was born. 
Her husband had lived with her up to 
the time they left Texas, in December, 
1883, but from the previous May he had 
known her tolerably intimately. She 
was with child when they left Texas and 
she claimed then that he was the father 
of it, and tho child was named after him, 
Hughie A. Stephens, one week after it 
was born, lie deeded the house and lot 
to the child and then his first- wife got. a 
divorce and he married the womanwith 
whom he had been living, the mother of 
the child. 
When she sued him for a 
divorce on the gronnd of cruelty he did 
not object because he did not think she 
was a virtuous woman. 
Judge Clark—Did you know that be­ 
fore? 
Stephens—No, sir. 
Judge Clark—Didn’t you live with her 
when she was married to another man ? 
Stephens—Yes, sir. 
Stephens then went on to tell how on 
November (ith or 7th last he had seen 
her in the bed of a man named Charles 
Hoffman, who had a room in the house. 
Shortly afterward Hoffman entered the 
room and they locked the door on him. 
When they were discovered he divided 
his property into two parts and gave her 
half because he wanted to be fair with 
her. This half amounted to about ten 
or twelve thousand dollars. 
On cross-examination Stephens identi­ 
fied a letter he had written while he was 
married to the petitioner, which read: 
“My dear cousin: 
Now, dear one, 
what do you think about the matter. 
Don’t be bashful. 
Tell me if you think 
you can live with me and respect me as 
you would a husband.” This was intro­ 
duced for the purpose of showing that 
he was not the proper person to have 
charge of the child. Judge Clark de­ 
cided to hear no more testimony and 
said that it appeared that it would be 
better for the child to be with neither. 
He gave the contestants until Monday 
to agree upon a school to which the 
child may be sent.

Some Cahuenga Items of Interest, 
and All Abont a Big Ari- 
aona Snowstorm.

Sacramento, January 16.—Los Ange­ 
las has been well represented at the cap­ 
ital for some days, and from the per­ 
sonnel of the lately arrived delegation it 
is reasonable to suppose that lobby cam­ 
paign for and against the new charter of 
that city is already in course of arrange­ 
ment. Walter S. Moore, it is under­ 
stood, will manage the “ outsiding” for 
the friends of the measure, and several 
political wiseacres have put down Mr, 
Sidney Lacey as its most formidable op­ 
ponent. 
In a previous letter I stated the num­ 
ber of charters to be submitted for the 
approval of the present Legislature to be 
three. 
Since that another has been 
brought forward. The city of Stockton 
feels that her future prosperity depends 
upon the success of her newly proposed 
charter, and a number of her most 
prominent citizens are already quar­ 
tered at Sacramento for the purpose of 
making friends and combinations for 
their pet measure. This only increases 
the chances for the success of the Oak­ 
land, Los Angeles and San Diego char­ 
ters, as it adds one more delegation to 
the pool of political strength which is 
being formed by the representatives of 
the districts having charters to submit. 
A measure which is being generally 
discussed and commented upon has been 
introduced by Senator Bowers, of San 
Diego, and provides “ for the funding of 
certain indebtedness of the several coun­ 
ties of this State, and the issuance of 
bonds therefor.” 
There is a deal of legislative opinion to 
the effect that the bill is unconstitu­ 
tional, as it enables cities to contract 
debts in sums over and above the re­ 
sources for a given length of time. The

Bowers 
maintains that its provisions are strictly 
within the limits of the State constitution 
and is sanguine of the ultimate success 
of his efforts to pass it at this session. 
Another measure which is attracting 
general discussion is Senate bill No. 15, 
mtroduced by Senator Wilson, and pro­ 
vides for the appointment of five Supreme 
Coart Commissioners, the same as the 
old Court Commission. The bill received 
a favorable recommendation from the 
Judiciary Committee, but was savagely 
attacked on its second reading in the 
Senate. White, of Los Angeles, is the 
chief friend of the bill, while Yell, of 
Mendocino, is its greatest enemy, m e 
greater portion of to-day has been con­ 
sumed in the consideration of this bill in 
the Senate. 
Amendments in almost 
every conceivable form have been pre­ 
sented bv the Yell faction, but "White 
and his* associates have successfully 
fonght against them. 


THE COUNTY FUNDS. 


National Bank, as distinguished from 
a State Bank and home institution, can 
be made a depository of the State and 
county funds. The charters of National 
Banks provide for a forfeiture of the 
charter in case an^ persons are made 
preferred creditors, 
consequently ^ no 
special deposits can be taken. If it is 
the object ot our new Treasurer to violate 
the law and to wink at the loan of the 
public funds his course can be under­ 
stood, but if he expects to insist on the 
law his position, as well as that of most 
of the new depositories, is peculiar and 
unsafe.

The general talk of those interested in 
the new move, is that the depository 
banks can make more loans on the 
strength of holding the county funds 
than they otherwise coaid. 
If the banks follow the law, it will not 
be safe for them to loan a dollar more 
than would be safe without the public 
funds. If the banks, on the other hand, 
do use the funds directly or indirectly, 
it will be unsound and illegal banking, 
and th e, danger to the taxpayers in 
any financial stress will be certain and 
great. 
It is by institutions in financial diffi­ 
culty that the funds are most likely tobe 
used. It is in snch event that they will 
be in most danger and if lost will most 
distress the defrauded taxpayer, for it is 
in times of financial depression that the 
taxpayers find the greatest difficulty in 
providing for the public needs. 
The county funds properly and legally 
held can be of advantage to no bank, 
but are a source of trouble and risk. The 
only advantage to be gained is indirectly 
by the reputation the trusteeship for the 
public funds may give. 
It is not deBired to be understood that 
the Farmers & Merchants’ Bank is the 
only one in the county to be trusted with 
the tax money, but it is evident that 
there is no better one. It is clear that 
the recent turning over by that institu­ 
tion of over a million dollars in cash to 
the new county officer without calling in 
a dollar of outstanding loans is proof 
positive that

as Mr. 
Broaded’s chosen custodian of the pub­ 
lic funds has observed the law and faith­ 
fully carried out the trust. This remark­ 
able evidence of sound policy may well 
be an example to those who may hence­ 
forth administer this great trust. 
Under any point of view the property 
holders of this county must deplore and 
should resist the new demagogic scheme 
of dividing the responsibility for the pub­ 
lic funds amongst so many, and of in­ 
creasing unnecessarily the cost of the 
Treasurer’s office. 
The plain inference to be drawn from 
the whole proceeding is that the county 
fuuds are to be let out, loaned or held an 
a basis of loans, all of which is both il­ 
legal and unsafe. The taxpayers should 
not allow so great a danger to be in­ 
curred. Let us lock up the stable before 
the horse is gone.

EXCURSION NEWS. 


A T a x p a y e r H am s o m e t h i n g t o S a y 
o f T h e m . 


E d i t o r s 
H e r a l d—Some years ago 
Los Angeles county lost its entire funds 
in the hands of the County Treasurer by 
the failure of a bank. About two years 
aso the county lost nearly $40,000 through 
a theft by its Tax-Collector and the cul­ 
pable lack of prosecution of the sureties 
A ll' these taxes lost had to be paid 
again and with interest by the taxpayers. 
W hat has happened may happen again. 
As none of 11s wish and few of us can 
afford to double our taxes to meet losses 
of the public funds, it becomes proper to 
call attention to the dangerous methods 
commenced by the new County Treas­ 
urer. This gentleman has already di­ 
vided the county funds amongst a num­ 
ber of banks in the city of Los Angeles, 
to one at Pasadena, and is said to have 
promised to farther distribute our money 
to a bank in Pomona, to one in Santa 
Ana; and why not to Santa Monica, 
Anaheim, and to all? The office of 
Connty Treasurer is thus become a 
charitable institute for the encourage­ 
ment of banking and of extensive loans. 
Snch a policy is inconsistent with the 
safety of the county funds. However we 
may esteem the solvency of the county 
banks or desire to advance their financial 
welfare, snch good opinion or kind desireB 
should only be shown in a private way 
and not at the public risk. If the County 
Treasurer has favorite banks that it is his 
interest to help, let him do so at his own 
expense and not at the people’s. It is 
ridiculous to suppose that any person not 
an agent of the Federal Government can 
keep track of the financial standing of any 
considerable number of banks scattered 
through this large county. Under the 
new policy the County Treasurer should 
also be County Bank Inspector, with a 
veto on doubtful loans. 
There are several ways of looking at 
this unsafe departure. Most important 
is the legal one. The laws are the cryB- 
talized experience of the community as 
to its best interests. The law in regard 
te the Connty Treasurer is as follows: 
“ The County Treasurer must keep all 
money belonging to this State or to any 
connty of this State in his own possession 
until disbursed according to law. He 
most not place the same in the possession 
of any person to be used for any purpose, 
nor must he loan or in any manner use 
or permit any person to use the same as 
provided by law. But nothing in thiR 
■action prevents him from making special 
deposits for the safe keeping of the pub­ 
lic money.” 
Under this law, use of the public 
money in any way is impossible. An­ 
other legal requirement is that on the 
last day of every month tbe public money 
mast be counted by the County Auditor, 
the District Attorney and the Chairman 
of the Board of Supervisors or any two 
of them. Under the new dispensation, 
these gentlemen will have to be fur­ 
nished with seven-league boots to cover 
the ground between the many city and 
county bank8 where the funds will be, or 
may be. The Connty Treasurer’s ac­ 
osante mast also become cumbersome 
with such a multiplication of deposi­ 
tories, and the expenses of the office will 
be increased. Oar public-spirited Treas- 
nrer, to cover this and to save himself, 
proposes to shovel all such expenses off 
on the people, and has already asked the 
Board of Supervisors to allow him three 
deputies, a thing heretofore unheard of 
in the oounty. As the county funds can 
oaly be legally placed in a bank as a 
special deposit, not to be nsed in any 
way, the question arises as to whether s

Land-Mark in tlie 
and Present. 
Past 


FROM 
JA IL 
TO 
KMPOU1UM. 


Tlie Index of Los A ngeles’ G reat 
G row th and K tpicl Develop­ 
m ent in olid Form . 


The northwest corner of Spring and 
Franklin streets is historic ground in Los 
Angeles. That spot has been a land­ 
mark since first there was a city here by 
the sunset sea. For nearly a century 
there stood on the corner a long low 
range of adobe buildings, in which were 
located nearly all the city and county 
officers. It was the joint property of the 
city and county. In the quadrangle be­ 
hind was the jail. W ithin those walls 
for many decades offenders of all grades 
were incarcerated. H ere Vasquez, the 
bandit, was imprisoned, and from its 
doors in 1870, Lachenais was taken by a 
vigilant committee of two hundred 
masked m en and executed 
from 
the gate post of a lum ber 
yard 
which 
stood on 
the corner of 
New High and Temple streets. The gate 
was exactly where the O.W. Childs build­ 
ing now stands. 
In the earlier part of the current decade 
no less than five men were sprung in a 
bunch into eternity within the walls of 
the old jail yard. In 1884 Mr. Louie 
Phillips of Spadra bought the premises, 
120 feet northward from the corner of 
Temple street along Spring and reaching 
back to New High. He paid $400 a foot, 
or $50.000 in all for the property. It was 
the highest price ever paid for real estate 
in this city, and people generally thought 
he paid too much for it; but Mr. Phillips 
was a far-seeing man who knew w’hat 
was near at hand. 
He soon began 
preparations 
for 
the 
erection 
of 
a great commercial block in the place of 
the old adobe jail. The edifice was com­ 
pleted in July, 1888, at a cost of $150,000. 
W ith the land, it stands Mr. Phillips in 
$235,000. It is 120 feet front on Spring 
street by 132J¿ feet deep, and in addition 
to the stores on the ground floor fronting 
on Spring street, which are 120 feet deep, 
contains 120 rooms. Such a building is 
a monument, not only to the enterprise 
and foresight of its owner, but also to the 
genius of its architect aud faithfulness of 
its contractor and builders. To Burgess 
J. lteevo, specimens of whose artistic 
work may be found on every prominent 
business and residence thoroughfare in 
the city, belongs, the credit of its 
unusual architectural m erit. Sylvester 
Grant, the carpen\*r of 126 West Laurel 
street, did the carpenter work and finish­ 
ing, and, to his credit be it said, it will 
compare favorably w ith any work of the 
kind on this coast. The brick and stone 
work was superintended by Robert L. 
Bell, of 126 Georgia street. The granite 
and stone came from the establishment 
of Michael Craig, whose stone and 
marble yard is located on the east side 
of Alameda street, near Labory Lane. 
J. C. McMenomv, the plumber, east side 
Fourth street, between^Los Angeles and 
W all, put in the water and gas connec­ 
tions, etc. F.ach suit of rooms, it should 
be remembered, is provided with basin 
and water. The galvanized iron and tin 
work on the facaue and through­ 
out 
the 
building 
is 
the work 
of Charles A. Erhardt, northeast corner 
Los Angeles and Third streets, and the 
wrought and cast iron finishings came 
from t he establishm ent of P. N. O’Don- 
nel, the proprietor of the Los Angeles 
Pioneer Foundry and Machino Shops, 
which was established in 1809 at the 
corner of Aliso and Garcia streets, The 
plastering was done by skillful workmen 
under the superintendence of Alfred H. 
ParHons, who resides at 1237 South 
Olive street. The mill work wa9done at 
the Mechanics’ Mill. 
Tne painting was 
the work of 1). Moriarty, who has since 
been elected Chief of our Fire Depart­ 
ment. The grading work preparatory to 
laying the foundation, was done byThos. 
Copley, the contractor, who has been en­ 
gaged in this business for twenty-live 
years in Los Angeles. H e resides at 22 
Hope street. 
The building is at present provided 
with an elevator of the Millican patent. 
But as it is not sufficiently rapid to suit 
the inclination of a m an so progressive as 
Mr. Phillip?, he has already contracted 
for an improved one of superior make 
which, when in operation, will add 
greatly to the desirability of the roomB 
for office purposes as it will also to the 
convenience of the tenants. 
Those who have had to do with the 
erection of the building are all men of 
established reputation in their various 
lines, and the mere mention of their 
names is sufficient guarantee as to the 
excellent finish of the building. They 
have just cause to be satisfied with their 
work, as the community at large has to 
feel proud of the edifice as a whole. It 
is most desirably located, being as it is 
within a few minutes of the Court House, 
theater, and leadiDg hotels; 
in the 
m idst of a net work of street car line?, 
and right in the very heart of the city’s 
business. 'I he Phillips block is adm ira­ 
bly suited for store and office purposes. 
Tho estimation in which it is held by 
the business community was happily 
illustrated at its completion by the 
action of the Santa Fe Company, which 
paid a bonus of $5,000 in addition to its 
regular rental, to secure a part of 
the ground 
floor 
for its ticket 
office and a Beries of rooms above for its 
perm anent occupancy. The rest of the 
ground floor has been secured by well- 
known establishm ents, who find the lo­ 
cation favorable to an extoneive trade. 
Each floor above is a miniature city, in 
which dwell and do business a commun­ 
ity of lawyers, agents and professional 
men of all sorts. The mention of a very 
im portant thing has been omitted in the 
review of this magnificent building, 
namely, thefcfhe escapes, of which there 
are four, and the hydrants numbering 
four to each floor. The offices are ar­ 
ranged in suits, large and roomy, and 
well lighted. 
It is in every way excel­ 
lently suited for the purpose for which it 
was built and it will remain for many 
years to come a grand symbol of the 
progress of this beautiful city. 


A C om petito r C u t Out. 
Mr. T. T. Wtadton, who has for some 
years past had charge of the Milton and 
Yosemite Stage Line, operating between 
Stockton and the valley of wonders, has 
established himself perm anently in this 
city, with headquarters at the Southern 
Pacific’s office on Main street. The Mil­ 
ton line ran in opposition to that oper­ 
ated by the Southern Pacific from Ber- 
enda, and caused quite a lively war, the 
rates at one time during the past season 
falling about 50 per cent, below th»- 
regular prices. The S. P. did not 
care about this sort of theory and as a 
result have got M r. W alton out of the 


business, so the Yosemite travel will in 
hit tire be in the hands of the Stage aud 
T irnrike Company. 
Mr. W alton says 
hat the past season was a very good one 
for valley travel ami that the roads have 
been put in first close condition. They 
are blocked now with snow, however, 
and will be impassable until about 
April. 
Mr. W alton will handle the 
tourist business for the Southern Pacific 
to all of its noted sanitarium s and resorts. 
COLONEL KASTMAN’S DEATH. 


Once Noted L a w y e r files a t tlie 
C o u n t y Poor Fa rm . 
The death of Colonel Jam es G. East­ 
man, at the County Poor Farm on Fri­ 
day night, is announced. Colonel East­ 
man came to California in 1868, and 
located in Marysville, Yuri a county, 
where he practiced law. 
H e soon be­ 
came noted for his brilliancy and the 
eloquence of his appeals to the juries. 
I q the Booth campaign he stumped the 
State for Governor Booth, who was 
elected, and during that campaign be­ 
came well known all over the State. His 
brilliant arguments in favor of the man 
he was working for gained him many 
votes, and Colonel Eastm an gained a 
reputation which has not been forgotten 
to-day, although for the past few 
years 
his tongue has been 
silent. 
Af er 
he left Marysville he went 
to San Francisco where he staid a short 
time, and then came to Los Angeles, 
where, in 1875, he entered into a co­ 
partnership with Judge Brunson and J. 
A. Graves. This firm was one of the 
most respected at that tim e, and handled 
a large amount of business. Among the 
important cases which it handled was 
that attendant upon the Temple failure. 
Col. Eastm an’s speeches in some of his 
cases aro well remembered to-day. A 
few y ears afterwards the firm dissolved, 
and a new co-partnership was formed 
under the form of Eastm an, Haley, King 
and Robarte. 
This lasted until Col. 
Eastman broke down. The appetite for 
liquor had been growing upon him ever 
since his residence at Marysville, and 
from this time he sank lower and lower, 
until for the past two years he has been 
almost 
a 
constant 
charge 
upon 
the county. His wife left him and went 
to San Francisco shortly after the firm of 
Eastman, Haley, King <& Ilobarts was 
dissolved. She took their only child with 
her, and after that tim e he had no family 
ties.

For the past six 
months Col. Eastm an has been an inmate 
of tho County Jail and County Poor 
Farm , and when at liberty has been 
jiven a bed at the city prison. It has 
)een a mutter of wonder to his friends 
that he lived so long.

HALL DISCHARGED. 


the 
Imponed Lpo n 
m a tter. 
The charge of perjury against Archi­ 
tect John Hall came up before United 
StateH Commissioner Van Dyke yester­ 
day for examination and after the hear­ 
ing of the testimony in the case it was 
dismissed upon the motion of United 
States District Attorney Denis. 
Mr. 
Hall was charged with haviDg sworn to 
a false statem ent while filing a tim ber 
claim. District Attorney Denis said in 
moving for the dismissal of the case, 
th at the decisions are full that even if 
John Hall did make this affidavit know­ 
ing that there were trees growing on that 
section, if the trees were scattered and it 
was not a tim bered country that he could 
properly, as held by the Commissioners 
and by the Secretaries of the Interior, 
file on that land as a tim ber culture en­ 
try. At the tim e the information was 
lodged with him it was represented that 
there were 172 trees growing on the 80 
acres in question, but he had come to 
the conclusion that he had been imposed 
upon in requesting the issuance of tlie 
complaint. Of the eleven witnesses ex­ 
amined, not one testified that there were 
more than twenty trees on 80 acres of 
land, and he considered it an imposition 
to lodge a complaint under those circum­ 
stances. He, therefore, moved that the 
defendant be discharged, as there was 
absolutely no evidence to hold that he 
had committed perjury. United States 
Commissioner Van Dyke granted Mr. 
H all’s discharge. 


TH E SALT LAKE ROAD.

I n l a n d . 
The Salt Lake road surveyors in charge 
of Chief Engineer Davis, have finished 
their work in the city and are now run­ 
ning their prelim inary lines this side of 
Clearwater. The representatives of the 
line here state that everything is goiDg 
along satisfactorily and that work will be 
continued until the ocean is reached. A 
few days ago a num ber of graders ap­ 
peared on Rattlesnake Island and com­ 
menced to work fixing up a roadbed on 
the stretch of sand that connects the 
island with Deadman’s Point. Now as 
this has been formed by the Government 
breakwater the ’question arises whether 
anyone but Congress has the right to let 
a railroad run over the Government’s 
w ork; 
but the 
officials 
at 
ban 
Pedro 
did 
nothing 
until 
the 
graders got on the breakwater itself. 
Then they thought they had better 
raise the question, so they went over and 
compelled the laborers to desist. A 
H erald m an asked Mr. L. F. Scott yes­ 
terday if the work had been done in the 
interest of tho Salt Lake syndicate. He 
replied: “ No, it is an attem pt of Camp­ 
bell’s to hold the right-of-way that he 
claims to have over the island. Now, in 
point of fact, hiB right-of-way amounts to 
nothing.” 
“ Indeed, it does not,” said General 
Bouton, who was standing by. “ The 
only m ore? in the Long Beach and San 
Pedro railroad is what I put into it, and 
if the Salt Lake syndicate wants the line 
they can have it. It is true that Mr. 
Campbell poses as its President, but be 
was simply put in as a tigure-bead, and 
he has no money in the concern. He 
is the one who put the graders to work 
on the Island in an attem pt to hold what 
he claims is his right-of-way, but his 
efforts were futile, for they accomplished 
nothing.” 
“ No,” chimed in Mr. Scott, “ it cau- 
not be said that they did anything, for 
the Government Inspector looked on 
them in the light of trespassers, and 
treated them as such. 1 think the ques­ 
tion will be undoubtedly raised of the 
right of anyone to build along the break­ 
water, and I very m uch doubt if the City 
Council had the right to grant Captain 
Barrett tho privilege to construct a wharf 
on the described land, as it certainly is 
not a part of Rattlesnake Island to the 
official boundaries of that piece of land. 
We are not bothering about that at pres­ 
ent, though,” concluded the speaker, 
“ for we have quite enough to attend to 
making arrangem ents for the levee and 
the construction through this city.” 
ACTION AT BALT LAKE. 
At the Salt Lake end the citizens are 
striving their utm ost to help out the 
enterprise, and the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the Mormon City has, during 
the past week, adopted the following 
resolution: 
W h e r e a s, The Los Angeles Cham ber 
of Commerce has evinced a deep intei- 
est in the construction of a railroad from 
Salt Lake City to Southern Culifornia, 
and has pledged its co-operation and 
assistance in the construction of said 
road, it appears from tho resolutions 
recently passed by that body and for­ 
warded to that C ham ber; and 
W h erea s, The San Francisco Cham­ 
ber of Commerce has also pledged its 
support to said enterprise, and that from 
the sentiments expressed both by the 
people of Nevada aud California, we 
have reason to expect not only promises, 
but material and substantial aid and co­ 
operation in the building of a line of 
railroad to the Pacific Slope. 
Resolved, That a sub-committee of three 
be appointed by the chairm an of this 
committee to wait upon the directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce at their next 
meeting, Wednesday, January 16th, to 
recommend the appointment of a suffi­ 
cient num ber of representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce and this commu­ 
nity to visit Southern California in the 
interest of said road; that said represent­ 
atives be instructed to proceed immedi­ 
ately to San Francisco aud the cities of 
Southern California and of Nevada, for 
tho purpose of ascertaining the nature 
aud extent of the co-operation promised, 
and that this committee recommend that 
the actual expenses of said representa­ 
tives for the purpose of said visit be paid 
out of the treasury of the Chamber. 


TH E FULLERTON CUT-OFF. 


A R u m o r T h a t I t In to be a t Once 
B u ilt Rented. 
An interior paper announced editori­ 
ally the other day that the rails and ties 
are on the ground for the cut-off between 
Richfield and Fullerton, and that it will 
be built at once. A H erald man yester­ 
day asked Judge Egan, the Santa Fe’s 
able right of way attorney, if such were 
the caso, and received a reply of “ It is 
the first I have heard of it. As I told you 
some time ago we abandoned tho idea of 
building the cut-off on account of the op­ 
position we received regarding the ob­ 
taining of a route and since then 
no overtures have been made regarding 
tho matter. If it is to be constructed as 
your journalistic confrere seems to think, 
it is to be done without the knowledge of 
either General Manager McCool or my­ 
self.” Dropping his sarcastic vein, Mr. 
Egan continued: “ I will explain to you 
how the report probably originated. 
After the San Diego line was completed 
we had a lot of material strewn out along 
the road, and this we have recently col- 
lecled together and, for want of a better 
place, have stored it at Fullerton. I am 
sorry to have to dash the hopes to tho 
ground of the residents of the country 
between that place and Richfield, but 
such are the facts in the case.”

co n tract, expressed or im plied, oral or 
w ritten , to pertorm lab o r o r service for 
an y person, firm , com pany or corpora­ 
tion in th e U n ited States or an y State 
th erein , w hose passage w as paid ou 
prom ise of labor. 
I t also provides th a t alien laborers, 
o th er Ilian th o se excepted by th e con­ 
tract labor law , sh all not b e a d m itted to 
lab o r for a lim ited tim e w ith th e in ten ­ 
tion of retu rn in g . 
T h e section excepts 
professors in un iv ersities a n d m inisters. 
I t proposes to levy a tax of $5 o n every 
alien com ing into th e U nited S tates, to 
be paid b y th e transportion agent. 
The 
Secretary of th e T reasury is charged 
w ith th e d u ty of supervising im m igra­ 
tio n , and vests full jurisdiction in tbe 
U nited S tates D istrict an d C ircuit C ourts 
in all cases arisin g u n d er th e a c t, w hich 
tak es effect Ju ly 1st. 
T he report accom panying the bill de­ 
tails th e investigations of th e com m ittee 
a t various points an d th e conclusions 
reached.

six m o n th s being estim ated a t 50.000. 
C rim inals a re sh ip p ed to tho U nited 
S tates by th e officials of foreign govern­ 
m ents an d th ey p ersist in th is course 
after having been req u ested by our gov­ 
e rn m en t to discontinue it. 
Ot th e con­ 
tract labor iaw , th e rep o rt says it is 
easily evaded to a large ex te n t in sp irit 
w hile th e letter is u sually observed. 
C hinese im m igration w as not investi­ 
gated for lack of tim e. 
O n th e subject 
of im m igration generally th e com m ittee, 
after speaking favorably of its benefits 
in th e past, says from th e inquiry they 
have m ade th ey believe th e tinte has 
now com e to draw th e lin e, to select the 
good from th e bad an d to sift th e w heat 
from the chaff. 
T o an y person fam iliar 
w ith the resu lts of th e co m m ittee’s in­ 
vestigation it m u st be ap p aren t th a t thia 
country can n o t properly assim ilate the 
im m igration now com ing to our shores. 
T he report is severe on th e A narch­ 
ist agitators. 
I t says in p a rt: 
“ T hese 
persons d o n o t com e h ere to uphold and 
m aintain our form -of g o vernm ent. T heir 
o b ject and purpose is to destroy and tear 
into pieces. 
T hey hold any law in con­ 
tem p t which does not m eet w ith th eir 
in d ividual approbation and believe diso­ 
bedience to it is perfectly justifiable. 
T his class of persons in th e ju d g m en t of 
th e com m ittee ought to be rigidly e x ­ 
cluded from e n terin g th e co u n try . 
G en ­ 
erally speaking, th e class of im m igrants 
who have lately been im ported a n d em ­ 
ployed in th e coal regions of th is coun­ 
try , are n o t such, in th e opiniou of th e 
com m ittee, as w ould m ak e desirable in­ 
h ab itan ts of th e U n ited S tates. 
T hey 
a re of very low o rd er of intelligence. 
They do n ot com e h ere w ith th e in ten ­ 
tion of becom ing citizens, th eir w hole 
purpose being to accum ulate b y p arsi­ 
m onious, rigid and u n h e a lth y econom y, 
su m s of m oney an d th en 
retu rn to 
th eir n ativ e lan d . T hey live in m iserah lt 
sh e d s like beasts, th e food th ey e a t is eo 
m eagre, scant, unw holesom e and revolt­ 
ing th a t it w ould n au seate a n d disgust an 
A m erican w orkm an, an d he w ould find it 
difficult to su stain life upon it. 
T heir 
h a b its are vicious, th eir custom s are d is­ 
gusting a n d th e effects of th eir presence 
here upon our society is to be deplored. 
T hey h ave n ot the influences, as we u n ­ 
d erstan d th em , of a ho m e; th ey do not 
know w hat th e w ord m eans, and in th e 
opinion of th e com m ittee, no am ount of 
effort w ould im prove tho m oral stan d in g 
of th is class of im m igration. 
T hey have 
been brought h ei« in such n u m b ers an d 
have been em ployed a t su ch low wages 
th a t it has resulted in th eir replacing th e 
A m ericrn citizens w ho 
form erly 
p er­ 
form ed th is class of labor un til now there 
a re com paratively few A m ericans e n ­ 
gaged in m in in g coal in P e n n sy lv an ia.” 
T he report condem ns 
th e 
practice 
w hich h as prevailed am ong certain for­ 
eigners, resid en t in th is country, of im ­ 
porting m en for th e purpose of keeping 
them in a state of alm ost abject slav ery . 
In conclusion th e com m ittee say s th a t 
certainly th e effect of th e p resen t u n re­ 
stricted system of im m igration, as ap p li­ 
cable to th e conditions u n d e r considera­ 
tio n , upon th e in d u strial situation of th is 
co u n try , h a s been very bad, a n d th e 
com m ittee believes th e tim e h a s com e 
w hen tho im m igration ta x should be 
m ore effectively re g u la te d ; th a t persons 
w ho im m ig rate to th e U n ited States 
should at least be com posed of those 
w ho in good faith desire to becom e its 
be citizens an d aro w orthy to such. 
Spinola does not agree w ith th e m a ­ 
jority. 
In a m in o rity rep o rt h e states 
th a t h e is opposed to a h ead tax o f m ore 
th a n $1 for each im m ig ran t. 
H e sayB 
th e m inority is prepared to go to any 
len g th in th e advocacy of a proper 
m easure in o rd er to s h u t o u t paupers, 
lun atics, idiots, cripples an d thieves, as 
well as evil-doers w ho com e h ere to prac­ 
tice th e ir w ickedness an d fill o u r jails 
an d prisons, b u t declares h is unqualified 
opposition to th e paesage of an y law th a t 
w ill in any w ay check or stop th e influx 
of honest im m igration.

The composition of verbal curiosities 
has ul way8 been a favorite relaxation 
with Hi'holars, and many learned men 
have amused themselves in this manner 
in their moments of leisure.

THE GOLDEN ROSE. 


Something About Tliia Great­ 
ly Coveted Honor. 


CKKEXONY 
OK 
PRESENTATION. 


A 01ft to Those Who Have Served 
W ell th e Canse of the Church 
and of Civilization. 


It was announced in tl»e papers a little 
while ago that the Papal Nuncio at Rio 
de Janeiro had been commissioned by 
Pope Leo X U l to present the Golden 
Rose, on Michaelmas Day, to the Prin­ 
cess Regent of Brazil, iu token of the 
Pope’s satisfaction for the recent aboli­ 
tion of slavery throughout the vast Bra­ 
silian Em pire. The Golden Rose, in the 
form in which since the days of Sixtus 
IV , it has been presented to sovereigns 
princes, generals, cathedral chapters, 
famous shrines, or cities, m eriting from 
the successor of St. Peter this m ark of 
his favor, is not a single flower. 
It 
is 
a 
golden 
branch, 
to 
which 
thorns 
are appended, covered with 
leaves, 
buds 
and 
flowers, 
the 
topmost 
rose 
being 
the 
largest 
the whole deftly wrought in pure gold, 
W ithin the principal rose is placed a 
■mall receptacle, usually a cup with a lid 
over it, in which, when blessing the 
Golden Rose, the Pope places balm and 
musk. The flower, or rather the branch, 
is planted in a vase, of which the shape 
ana design vary according to the fancy 
of the august donor, but which always 
bfo engraved on its pedestal the arm s 
and nam e of the Pope who blessed and 
bestowed the Golden Rose which it con­ 
tains. 
As the flower is blessed, but not 
necessarily bestowed, annually, it not 
seldom happens that the Pope who first 
blessed it is 
not 
the same 
Pope 
who gives it away. 
If no worthy 
recipient is found for it, the Golden 
Rose m ay rem ain from year to year in 
the treasury of (lie Papal chapel. 
In 
1849 it unfortunately was there when the 
agents of the Roman Catholic Republic 
despoiled the treasury and stole tho 
Golden Rose. 
Its intrinsic value de­ 
pends greatly on the financial resources 
of the Pope who happens to order its 
making. 
Probably economical reasons 
obliged later Popes to dispense with the 
splendid ruby that was attached as a 
bud to the chief Rose, and with the 
other precious stones w ith which the 
branch was laden. Similarly the vase 
once of gold, has now come to be of sil­ 
ver gilt. Tde Jesuit Baldassani states 
th at In 1650,500 gold scudi were used in 
making the Rose. 
Alexander V II. had 
two made—one to the value of 1200, 
the 
other 
800 
gold 
scudi, while 
Pope Clement IX . sent a Golden Rose, 
valued at 1,600 gold scudi and weighing 
eight pounds, to the Queen of France. 
The artist received £60 sterling for his 
skill in making this Golden Roee, which 
was most delicately wrought. 
Within 
the principal flower a splendid sapphire 
was set. luuuceut X I. had a Rose made 
of great weight, worth 1,400 scudi, or 
crowns. 
An old newspaper of Rome 
gives a description of the Golden Rose 
presented to the Queen of Naples by Pius 
IX . in 1849. The vase of silver gilt was 
ornam ented with oak leaves and armorial 
bearings. The design of the vase was 
suggested by one in porcelain given 
by Charles X . 
to 
Leo X II., and 
now 
in 
the 
Vatican 
library. 
The vase was of octagonal form and 
m easured eight incheB by four. 
Tho 
height of the branch or Golden Rose 
was no less than eighteen inches. 
Such 
is the Papal gift of to-day. 
In earlier 
tim es the Golden Roee m ight vary in 
form, but it seems always then to have 
consisted of a single rose made of gold, 
colored to im itate the natural flower, 
emblem of all that is beautiful, pure anil 
loving, the queen of the flowers, the fa­ 
vorite of painters and poets, m eet gift of 
a Pope to those who have served well 
the cause of the Church and of civilhca- 
tion in the State. The giving of the 
Golden Rose is always done with solemn 
ceremonial. If the person to whom the 
flower is to be offered is in Rome, 
then 
the 
Pope 
in 
person usually 
presents it; if the 
Rose is confer­ 
red 
on 
some 
one out of 
Rome 
then 
an 
ablegate, 
nuncio, 
dele­ 
gate or prelate appointed for the purpose 
is chosen to offer it. The Pope ordin­ 
arily sends a brief with the gift, as, for 
instance, did Callixtus III., who, in his 
letter to King Charles V II. of France, 
rem arked: 
"N on m uneris ¡i-stimanda 
est quantitas sed altioris fsignificationia 
qualitaa interpretando.” The ceremony 
of conferring the Golden Rose is similar 
to th at used when during the latter days 
of Pius IX .’s exile at Gaeta, th at Pontiff 
S 
ve it to the Queen of Naples. On 
ptember 2, 1849, at 10 o’clock the 
Papal ablegate celebrated Mass in the 
royal 
chapel 
in presence 
of 
the 
royal 
family 
of 
Naples. 
On the 
altar stood the vase with the Golden 
Rose. 
After the Ite 
missa est, all pres 
ent being seated, the priest read a brief 
from the Pope appointing the ablegate to 
offer the Rose in the nam e of H is Holi­ 
ness. Count Ludolf, Ambassador from 
Naples to the Holy See, then read a sec­ 
ond brief from the Pope to the Queen. 
The ablegate, taking the vase and Golden 
Rose from the altar, 
offered 
them 
to 
H er 
Majesty, 
saying: 
"Aecipe 
Rosam 
de 
m anibus 
no3tris, quam 
ex 
speoiali 
commissione 
in C hris­ 
to Patris 
et 
Domini 
nostri 
Pii,

The Queen of Naples having accepted 
and;kissed the rose, the ablegate an­ 
nounced that the Pope granted, on the 
asnal conditions, a Plenary indulgence to 
all present, and having given his bless­ 
ing and read the last gospel the cere­ 
mony ended. 
The Bull placed the m onastery under 
the im mediate jurisdiction of the Holy 
See, and exempted it from the jurisdic­ 
tion of the ordinary* 
In recognition of 
this singular privilege the Abbess was 
to send yearly to the Holy See a Golden 
Rose weighing two Romanounces. It was 
to reach the Pope eight days before the 
third 
Sunday of Lent, so that His 
Holiness m ight bless it on th e fourth, or 
Laetare Sunday, 
which is sometimes 
called dominica R o m , or dom inica panum 
et roearum as well as M id-Lent Sunday. 
In the accounts of the tributes paid to 
the Holy See, kept by Cencio, earner- 
lengo of the Holy Roman Church in the 
twelfth century, mention is m ade of the 


Golden Rose irom the Monastery of the 
Holy Cross at Woffenheim. 
Tho Golden Rose appears to have 
originated at a very early epoch. 
Ac­ 
cording to theopinion generally accepted, 
it dates back to the eleventh century, to 
tne Pontificate of St. Leo IX. 
Drban \ , 
about the year 1362, gave the Golden 
Roi<e to Joanna, Queen of Naples, while 
two centuries earlier Pope Innocent III, 
in a discourse for the fourth Sunday of 
Lent of the year 1198, speaks of the cere­ 
monial of the Rose being an ancient cus­ 
tom of the Church. Jacques de \ itry, 
Bishop of Frascati, created Cardinal by 
Pope Gregory IX ., Bpeaks of the custom 
as au ancient one of the Roman Church. 
Dom Calinet, citing among other docu­ 
m ents a Bull instituting the custom of 
the Golden Ro«e,wasthe first to advance 
that St. I*eo IX. was its author. Subte 
quent authorities have accepted this opin 
inn an well based. 
In 1040 St. I^eo IX 


others who have received the Golden 
Rose in these latter years, were the 
Queen Dowager of Sardinia, widow of 
Charles Albert, Isabella of Spain, Napo­ 
leon III. and the Republic of Ecuador.

Some authorities doubt if Dom Ualmet 
is right in thinking that the Golden Rose 
was always blessed on Laetare Sunday. 
Thev say that the flower was simply 
carried by the Pope in his hand while 
walking in procession on Palm Sunday, 
and quote in support of this opinion a 
letter of Comte Falcon d’Anger, to whom 
Pope Urban II presented a Golden Rose 
at the Council of Tours. Canon Auniviti. 
writing 
in 
an 
Italian 
ecclesiastical 
review, quotes in contradiction to the 
opinion, a passage from an 
unpub­ 
lished sermon preserved at tho Mon­ 
asteries of the Holy Cross in Rome, 
of Pope llonorius III, preached in the 
basilica of that monastery on Mid-Lent 
Sunday, 121d. 
From this passage the 
learned canon concluded that the bless­ 
ing of the Rose was instituted by a Pope 
of the name of Gregory, and that this 
could bs no other than St. Gregory the 
Great. 
But the good canon’s deductions 
go back too f.ir, if, as is more likely, the 
Rose itself was instituted somewhere in 
the eleventh century. 
In the following century the Rose 
comes prominently to the front. 
It was 
then colored with red, and, according 
to Mabillon, the Pope sang tho Mass on 
Laetare Sunday in the basilica of the 
Holy Cross in Qerusalemme, holding the 
Roee in his hand during the Gospel, 
and while preaching 
a 
sermon of 
which, 
as it were, 
the flower af­ 
forded the text. The rose was presented 
before the Mass to the Holy Father in 
his room by a chamberlain, together with 
balm and musk. 
In many a Roman 
Ordo, and in Briefs and otber documents 
of an early date, constant mention is 
made of the Rose an I of its usage, but 
nowhere mention of its being blessed. 
The first to mention the ceremony of 
blessing the Rose is Agertino Patrizio, 
maBter of ceremonies to Pope Innocent 
V III, in his work printed at Venice in 
1488. It may have been Nicholas V 
who 
first 
blessed 
the 
rose. This 
Pope was crowned on Laetare Sunday 
and went, riding on a milk-white steed 
to take possession or his cathedral at the 
Lateran, holding in his hand the precious 
Rose. The blessing always now takes 
place at the Iligh Mass on Mid-Lent 
Sunday. 
The Rose is placed between two lighted 
tapers on a table in the sacristy, and is 
presented by the youngest cleric of the 
Pope’s household to the Pope on his 
way to the Sistine Chapel. 
The Holy 
Father, in alb and stele, after placing in­ 
cense in a thurible held by the senior 
Cardinal-priest present, reads a special 
prayer for the occasion, 
places the 
scents in the Rose, which lie ble 
_ 
and incenses. 
The Rose is then car­ 
ried before the Pope to the altar at 
which his Holiness celcbrutes Mass, 
where it remains until the Holy Sacrifice 
is over, when it is taken away to the 
Pontifical treasury, to remain there until 
given away by the Pope, or, if not 
pieviously disposed of, to be brought 
out in the following year to be blessed 
afresh. 
Baldassan rem arks that it be­ 
longs only to the Pope to bless the 
Golden Kose. 
Originally it seems to 
have been the custom to present the 
Golden Rose to tho Prefect of Rome, 
after the latter had led the Pope’s horse 
by a golden bridle te the doors of the 
Lateran Basilica, and aided Iiis Holiness 
to dismount. The perfect, kneeliug, re­ 
ceived the rose from the hands of the 
Pope himself. But the distribution of 
the gift soon tiecame broadened 
Benedict X IV gives a long list of the 
recipients of the favor down to his times. 
Here are a few nam es of persons and 
places who have received it. In 1398 it 
was bestowed on the town of Nocera. 
In 1419 by Pope M artin V on the Re­ 
public of France. 
In 1527, when Rome 
was sacked, a Golden Rose, given by 
the same Pope, was among the many 
things carried away in the pillage. The 
Em peror Sigismund received the cov 
eted flower in 1485. 
Two years later 
the RoBe—one of size and value not 
inconsiderable—was presented by Euge- 
nius IV to the high altar of Santa M aria 
del Fiore at Florence. The same Pope 
sent it to our fourth King Henry. Nicho­ 
las V gave it to Casinni IV , King of Po­ 
land, and to the Doge of Venice. 
Fred­ 
erick III, Elector of Brandenburg, re­ 
ceived the Rose while visiting Rome. In 
place of Roses, Sixtus IV blessed golden 
branches, one of which he sent to the 
cathedral of Savona, his 
birthplace. 
Grenoble, chief town of Dauphine, has 
roses on its escutcheon in memory of the 
Rose that Pope Innocent V III sent to 
the Dauphin of France. The same Pope 
sent tbe flower to Jam es III of Scotland. 
The history of the Golden Rose in the 
Fifteenth century opens with its be­ 
stowal by Alexander IV . 
on Ctcsar 
Borgia. Julius III. bestowed it on the 
Republic of < ienoa, and among otherB on 
H enry V III. of England, who again re­ 
ceived it from Louis X ., and again from 
Clement V II.

Clement V III.r 
gave it to the Holy House of Loretto, to 
the Vatican Basilica, and to Santa Maria 
Sopra Minerva. 
An inscription in the 
portico of the Cathedral at Spoleto re 
cords the fact that the branch of golden 
flower was given to the church by its 
former Bishop, Pope Urban V III. 
Innocent XI Bentit to John Sobieski’e 
wife, when Vienna had been delivered 
from the beleaguering Turks by the King 
of Poland. M aria Teresa was given the 
Rose by Clement X II. 
Benedict XIV 
sent it to the Queen of the Two Sicilies, 
blessing it, contrary to custom, on Octo­ 
ber 1, 1740. Coming to our own century 
we find that Pius V III gave awav onlv a 
single rose, and that to the Em press of 
Austria, Charlotte Augusta of Bavaria,

The Lieutenant-Groveruor of 
Michigan Killed. 


MAN(iLEI) AND 
DISMEMBERED. 


A Derailed Coach Dashed to Pieces 
A gainst a 
Stum p w ith 
F atal Results. 


(Associated Press Dispatches to the Hkkai.di 
M a r q u e t t e, Mich., January 19.—One 
of the trucks of a passenger coach on the 
northwestern eastbound train broke this 
afternoon as the train was near Elmwood 
station, and threw the coach off the 
track. The derailed car struck a stump 
and was smashed to pieces, killing or in­ 
juring all the occupants. Lieutenant- 
Governor James H . MacDonald, of Mich­ 
igan. was killed ; also his business part­ 
ner Cochrane, of Kseanaba, and a man 
named Tuttle. 
Conductor Armstrong 
had a leg broken and E. P. Foster, of 
Iron Mountain, was seriously injured. A 
number of other passengers were slightly 
injured. It seem s that the car in turn­ 
ing over struck a stump, which pene­ 
trated it between Lieutenant-Governor 
MacDonald and the party who were 
playing a friendly game of cards. 
Mr. Tuttle, who was seated in the seat to 
the rear of the table,was instantly killed, 
his neck being broken. Mr. MacDonald 
was in th e same 6eat with him and his 
arm was torn out at the shoulder and was 
found at least forty feet from tho body. 
He lived about one hour and was con­ 
scious for a few minutes. The whole side 
of the car was torn out by a second stump 
and it seems miraculous that any es 
taped. The dead were picked up and 
brought to WatersWB61, where they re­ 
main up to this writing. A special train 
will convey the bodies of MacDonald and 
Cochrane to-night to K3canaba, where 
they resided. Tuttle will be taken to his 
home in Cleveland, Ohio. None of the 
others were fatally injured. 


Tronlilc Willi tlie Mcgrors. 
A lb a n y, Ga., January 19.— A serious 
race affray is reported to-nighl from Tv 
Ty, Worth county. Yesterday a bailiff 
attempted to arrest a Negro for some 
offence, and the latter drew a pistol. The 
officer also diow his gun and tired, kill­ 
ing the Negro. 
The Brunswick and 
Western construction train was on the 
side track close to the scene, and all the 
Negroes quit work and went to the scene 
of the shooting. This tired things up in 
a moment. A large crowd of white men 
gathered and the Bhooting became gen­ 
eral. 
When the smoke c leared away it 
was found that two Negroes were dead 
and several others were wounded. The 
Negroes have grown reckless, and they 
threaten to lynch the bailiff' and burn 
the town if the coroner’s jury does not 
find the bailiff guilty of murder. 
The 
citizens at Ty-Ty are waiting with loaded 
guns for any evidence of hostility on the 
part of the Negroes.

R o c h e s t e r, N. Y., January 19.—At 
noon to-day, Berger, the escaping-mur- 
derer of Mrs. My ran Davis, was seen in 
Churchvilie and recognized by a lesident 
of that village who had heard of the 
tragedy.

After a chase 
of several miles he was brought to bay, 
and pulling out a revolver lie had stolen 
threatened to shoot. He then turned 
and before the officers could seize him, 
shot himself three times in the head. 
The revolver was a small one and none 
of the Bhots had a serious effect. After 
being secured, he was brought to this 
city.

W H IT WILL THE ORiCLE HAY? 


The Colonial Policy and the Succes 
sion to the Throne of H olland 
to be Settled. 


A n oth er P ion eer of 1644 D epart* 
TUI* L ife. 
Alexis Godey, one of General J. C. 
Fremont’s guides on his second expedi­ 
tion in 1843-44, died last night at the 
Sisters’ Hospitul at the age of 71. Gcdey 
was one of the men who on J une 29, 
1843, started with General Fremont from 
the Missouri river. They reached the 
Dalles and on the 25th of November 
started in search of Klamath lake. They 
reached Sutter’s Fort on March 8, 1844, 
after a desperate struggle over the moun­ 
tains. in which two men became insane 
and thirty-three out of sixty-seven horses 
and mules were lost or killed. They 
spent two weeks at the fort and then the 
expedition left on a return trip, leaving 
six men in California. Godey was one 
of those aix men and was, therefore, a 
pioneer of 1844. Lately he has resided 
at Bakersfield and came to Los Angeles 
on Wednesday last, on the advice of Dr. 
Griffin, for his health. He appeared to 
improve and his death last night at the 
Sisters’ Hospital was sudden and unex­ 
pected. It is stated that he leaves a con­ 
siderable amount of property behind 
him. 
T he H u ilon a Rond*. 
Yesterday Tom Valdez, road master in 
La Ballona district, accompanied by Mr. 
John D. Young, the ex-supervisor, and 
Mr. S. A. Waldron, called at the H e r ­ 
a l d office to talk over the road question, 
which has been agitated in these col­ 
umns of late. Mr. Valdez sets up the 
claim that the roads in his district have 
been materially bettered since lie has 
been in office, and this claim is fully sus­ 
tained by the testimony of the other two 
gentlemen.

S an F r a n c isc o, January 19. — The 
steamship Alameda, which arrived to­ 
day from Australia, brought Captain 
Timothy Murphy and nineteen of the 
crew of the American ship John Bryce, 
of Tbomaston, Me., which sailed from 
Port Ludlow, Puget Sound, October 6th, 
with a cargo of lumber for Melbourne, 
Australia, but was waterlogged in the 
hurricane of December 7th, and aban­ 
doned about eight hundred miles west of 
the Samoan Islands. One man was lost 
overboard. The remainder of the crew 
proceeded in open boats to the Islands. 
Tbev arrived after being out seven days 
and nights. The second and third males 
and the steward remained at Apia when 
the others left on the Alameda.

Fr a n c is c o , January 19.—The 
United States ship Vandalia, which is 
under orders from the Navy Department 
to reinforce the American war ships now 
at Samoa, and which was expected to 
leave Mare Island Navy Yard to-day, 
will, it is stated, not be able to leave be­ 
fore Monday, and possibly not before 
Wednesday of next week. 


I Associated Prea* D ispatches to the H rrald.I 
B e r l in , January 19.—The Bundesrath 
will dispose of the East Afriaa bill with­ 
out delay, and it will be submitted to 
the Reichstag at the end of the week, 
when it will evoke the long expected 
declaration from Prince Bismarck cn the 
Government’s colonial policy and the’ re­ 
lations with England. The measure, it 
is believed, will be finally passed by a 
large majority. The interest really cen 
ters in what Prince Bismarck will choose 
to reveal concerning the co-operation of 
England. 
Diplomatic circles here 
are confident that Bismarck has a 
strong card in reserve against Morier,and 
will probably oblige Lord Salisbury to 
take official notice of the affair by trans­ 
ferring Morier from St. Petersburg to 
some uost that ha9 leas influence in Eu­ 
ropean politics. 
The succession to the throne of Hoi 
land, combined with the Luxemburg 
question, occupies much of the attention 
of diplomatists. Under the advice of 
Bismarck, the Duke of Nassau, has 
abandoned his intention of abdicating in 
favor of his son on the death of the King 
of Holland. The German government 
will not change the position of Luxem­ 
burg, fixed by the ireaty of 1867.

transcontinental railways from charging 
arbitrary rates on westbound shipments 
of freight consigned to Ban Bernardino 
in violation of the interstate commerce 
law. A committee was appointed to take 
hold of the matter. It was voted to raise 
$3,000 to defray the expenses of the pros­ 
ecution of the cbbo before the interstate 
commerce commission.

IHSOLTING THK AMERICAN* FLAG. 


Treat in it 
tlie 
Kein-esentativos of 
Other Nations with Contempt— 
Story of the Fijfhtiag.

Apia, Samoa. January 10.—A most 
serious fetite of affairs exists in Samoa 
O n the night of December 18th, sailors 
from 
the German 
men-of-war 
Adler, 
Olga 
and Eber, attacked 
M ataafa’» 
soldiers under direction of the G erm an 
Consul and Capt. Fritz, senior Naval 
officer in the port. 
As the result of the 
encounter twenty-two German soldiers 
w ere| killed and thirty-two wounded. 
Since the G erm an war ships have burned 
A merican hjuses and flags, torn down 
th e United States flags, seized American 
citizens in the neutral waters of Apia 
harbor 
and 
taken 
them 
prison­ 
ers 
on 
board 
German 
m en • of- 
w ar 
and 
fired 
upon 
the 
Ameri­ 
can 
flag. 
King 
M ataafa’s 
party 
who had been fighting almost constantly 
since the battle at Lantuanoa, killiug 
and wounding many of Tamascse’s men, 
began to fail of amunition, but were able 
to 
obtain 
twenty 
thousand 
Snider 
cartridges, mortgaging their lands to 
pay for the amunition. 
Tamasese’s 
m en were reported becoming more dis­ 
satisfied daily and desertion from hie 
ran k s became very frequent, several 
villages leaving his party iu a body an«l 
S 
ing to tbeir homes. 
A detachm ent of 
ataafa’n were successful in carrying 
th e upper end of Tamasese’s big fort at 
Lantuanoa on December 12th. 
On the 
same day the German man-of-war Olga 
arrived from Marshall 
Island. 
The 
boat 
had 
on 
board the 
deposed 
King Malletoa, whom 
the Germans 
had 
decided 
to 
bring back from 
Africa where 
he 
had 
been taken. 
Malietoa had been left at M arshall Island 
not having been brought back to Samoa 
On the night of December 16th, a large 
party of German sailors, numbering ISO,, 
came ashore at Apia and entered stores, 
aaloons and native houses in search of 
A mericans, Englishmen and half-castes. 
They entered the residence of Geo. Scan- 
lan, United States Marshal in Apia. 
He 
w as not in, but the sailors found him and 
his brother. Morris, and Snyder, also an 
American citizen, further up the street, 
And starting a quarrel, stabbed both oí 
the Americans in the back. The Scanlans 
escaped to to the native church, where 
their wounds were dressed and found not 
to 
be 
fatal. 
The German sailors 
ran 
tnrough 
the 
streets attacking 
all persons they met except Germans and 
the adherents of Tamasese. and among 
the num ber injured were native women 
and children. Some of Mataafe’s soldiers 
came in from the bush and were anxious 
to begin shooting, but were urged by 
U nited States Consul Blacklock not to 
fire. 
On December 17th the U nited States 
Consul sent a protest to the German Con­ 
sul asserting that the conduct of the Ger­ 
m ans had been outrageous and had placed 
Ameiican lives and property in great 
jeopardy. 
On December 17th M ataaia’s men 
learned through some native women iu 
Apia th at the Germans would attack the 
town nam ed Matafazatele during the 
night, and before evening two hundred 
m en had assembled along the shore 
and 
concealed 
themselves 
in 
the 
bush awaiting 
the 
Germans. 
The 
American newspaper man. John C. 
Klein accompanied the natives to wit­ 
ness the proceedinirs. 
At 2 o’clock in 
th e morniog three boat-loads of sailors 
from the German men-of-war approached 
th e shore, and at the request of the 
natives, Klein asked the Germans not to 
land. The boats then separated. 
Two 
polled out toward the sea, and the third 
pulled along the shore a distance of two 
m iles, the natives following its move­ 
m ents all the time. 
The crew finally 
left the boat and commenced to wade 
ashore, at the same time shooting at 
M etaafa’s men. 
The natives did not re­ 
tu rn the fire. The Germans were soon 
landed and took shelter behind some 
rising ground, and at once opened fire 
on M etaafa’s men. 
Within a minute 
fully 200 shots had been fired by the 
G erm ans and black laborers, natives of 
th e other islands, who were employed on 
th e German plantations. 
In the mean 
tim e, M ataafa’s reinforcements began to 
arrive from Matafaz itele, and as they 
came up heavy volley-firiug could be 
heard from the direction of Vailele, and iu 
a few minutes a chief arrived and said 
th e Germans were firing on Mataafe's 
m en there, who were afraid to return the 
fire, although the Germans had already 
killed a Savaii Chief and his son. 
The chief who came a9 a messenger 
asked Klein if they would be justified in 
returning the fire of the Germans, but h9 
declined to advise them , but at the re­ 
quest of a high chief, accompanied the 
latter to Apia to obtain the opinion of 
the 
United 
States 
Vice-Consul, but 
th e Consul also refused to give any 
advice. 
Shortly 
afterwards 
natives 
came into Apia from Faseli and Vailele, 
saying th at M ataafa’s men had driven 
th e German sailors from their breast­ 
works on the shore of the form er place. 
The black laborers had run into the 
bush and refused to fight longer. The 
Germans had run along the beach to 
V ailele at such a rapid rate that the 
native soldiers eould not overtake them. 
A t Vailele there were about 150 sailors, 
one boat having been landed there during 
th e night by the German man-of-war 
E ber. At Vailele the sailors who had 
fled from Fageli joined their comrades 
who had been left in the two other boats 
and also the sailors from the Eber. They 
form ed a hollow square and began shoot­ 
ing at M ataafa’s men. 
Boon after two of 
th e latter had been killed they began to 
return the fire. 
The native soldiers be- 
S 
n to increase in number, attracted by 
a firing, and shot from behind trees 
and from the bu*h. The soldiers be­ 
came panic-stricken, and despite the 
efforts of tbeir three officers, threw away 
their guns and ran under German plant­ 
ation honees in the vicinity and into the 
bush. 
They were followed by the na­ 
tives, who shot them wherever they 
found them . Lieutenant Sieger, of the 
O lga, was shot and killed while trying to 
rally 
his 
men. 
Two 
other 
offi­ 
cers 
were 
wounded. 
A 
number 
of 
the 
sailois 
managed to make 
their escape by jum ping into the boats 
and putting out to sea. 
They were 
picked up by the Eber, which had come 
op on hearing the firing. 
The bodies of 
the dead German sailors were left lying 
on th e ground where they were found 
and taken away under cover of the 
German ships. 
On the following day M ataafa's sol­ 
diers retired w ithout burning or causing 
damage to property. 
O n December 19th the German man | 


of-war Adler left Apia, sending word to 
the commander of the Uuited States war 
ship Nipsic that the German Consnl was 
on board and that he was going to 
Saluafato to stop the fijhting. 
The Nip­ 
sic followed to Satoga, where it was found 
that the Adler and Eber were cleared for 
action. 
During the morning Vice-Consul 
Blacklock received a note from the Ger­ 
m an consul saying that the German men- 
of-war were going ut> the coaBt to stop 
the fighting. Blacklock protested, stat­ 
ing that it would place the lives and 
property of Americana in danger. 
Captain Mullan, of the Nipsic, went 
aboard the Adler and demanded of Con­ 
sul Knapp his reason for stopping the 
war w ithout consulting the other con­ 
suls. 
Knapp replied discourteously and 
said he would hold no communication 
with an American naval captain. The 
captain of the Adler notified Captain 
M ullan that he would bombard Badlii 
before dark, and Captain Mullan notified 
the women and children of the Germans’ 
intention. 
The bombardment did not 
occur till next morning, by which time 
the town was evacuated. 
Thirty-four 
shells were thrown by the A dler, and a 
’force of sailors then landed who burned 
the village, including two Roman Catho­ 
lic churches. 
Consul Knapp sent a letter to M ataafa 
dem anding his surrender, and saying 
the German shins would shell his vil­ 
lages if he refused. 
Mataafa sent back 
word that he was sorry his men had 
been forced to kill the German sailors, 
but that the Samoans intended to fight 
anybody who attacked them. 
On December 21st th e German Con­ 
sul issued a proclamation ordering the 
Samoans to bring their firearms 
on 
board the Olga during th9 day, and if 
this was not done the ehip would bom­ 
bard the village of Matafazatele. Con­ 
sul Blacklock at once returned a pro­ 
test, 
and

About 7 
o’clock on the morning of the 21at the 
Olga went to Matafez itele, anchoring 
one mile from the shore. 
A t 1) o’clock she heuan throwing shells, 
no Samoans having come on hoard with 
their arm s. 
After firing twenty-five 
shells the vessel sent three boat-loads of 
men ashore and destroyed the village by 
fire. 
Hamilton went to the destroyed 
village in the afternoon and found his 
three houses in ruins. 
The

formerly

consular purposes, which 
iiad been 
placed on one of the houses, had been 
burned by the German raen-of-ware- 
men and then torn down. 
A fragment 
of the

delivered to Consul Blacklock, who has 
forwarded it to Secretary Bavard. 
The 
German Consul afterward wrote to Con­ 
sul Blacklock declaring that he had been 
informed that an American had led 
Mataafa’s forc?s on th e night of the 18th 
and had fired the first shot. Cónsul 
Blacklock replied that he had investi­ 
gated the rumor and found it to be un­ 
true. 
On the 2let a boat from the German 
man-of-war Olga was chasing a native 
boat in neutral water 
opposite the 
American 
consulate. 
The 
Germans 
fired a number of shots at the boat which 
was in direct rarge of a boat containing 
two English officers, the latter of whom 
narrowly escaped being shot. 
The com 
m ander of the Olga afterwards apologized 
to the English olficeis. 
Charles Brown, an American citizen, 
who was. on shore, was requested by the 
English officers to usk the Germans to 
cease shooting. 
The Germans eeized 
Brown, carried him on board of the war­ 
ship Eber, and, after 
handling him 
roughly, released him. 
The Germans have made no further 
assaults upon the villages 
since the 
bombardment of Matafazatele and are 
evidently 
awaiting 
reinforcements. 
Should tuey make a second attack upon 
Mataafa’s forces they would certainly ‘ 
defeated, as the latter has *1,500 well 
armed troops. 
Tamasese’s men are still at Santuanoo. 
M ataafa’s forces have been compelled 
to retire owing to their conflict with 
the Germans on December 18th. It is 
claim ed that about one thousand of 
Tamasese’s forces have joined Mataafa 
since the bombardment by the Ger­ 
mans, not sympathizing with an attack 
upon their countrymen. 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 10.—A copy of 
the dispatch from San Francisco to-ilay, 
in regard to the insults to Americans and 
the American flag at Samoa by German 
soldiers, was shown to Secretary Bayard 
this evening. 
He said the disturbance 
referred to was undoubtedly the same 
as that described by Consul Blacklock 
in bis cable message to the department 
on the 5th inst. The Consul's account, 
he said, was not nearly so penpational as 
the one just received from San Francisco, 
but conraiued later information, however, 
as it told that the Americans who were 
seized had been released immediately 
afterwards. The Secretary added that the 
Department is in constant communica­ 
tion with Samoa through its agents, one 
of whom is situated at Aukland, and the 
latest information received is to the effect 
that affairs are quiet in that country, aDd 
that no serious trouble has occurred 
since the 5th instant.

A n In te re s tin g PcNston H eld n t

On Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
of this week the annual convocation of 
the Episcopal Church was held at Santa 
Ana, Rev. A. G. L. Trew presiding.
